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Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  I96O  including  a report  on  the 
Port  Health  Area. 

The  number  of  births  v/as  the  highest  for  the  past  decade  giving 
a corrected  birth  rate  of  19 •?  as  compared  with  17»1  for  England  and 
V/ales . 

The  death  rate,  infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  incidence' 
of  infectious  diseases  show  no  great  variation.  Fluctuations  in  the 
latter  being  usually  due  to  a measles  or  whooping  cough  epidemic. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  polionyelitis  notified  since  1957 • 

The  Offensive  Trades  at  the  Marsh  Works,  Oare  Creek,  which  I 
stated  last  year  demanded  a disproportionate  amount  of  time  from  the 
small  Public  Health  Staff  have,  follov.'ing  help  from  H.M.  Alkali 
Inspector,  shawed  considerable  improvement. 

Since  1955  the  total  number  of  houses  submitted  for  slum  clearance 
or  individual  action  was  245 • Originally  a provisional  estimate  of 
205  houses  was  given  for  slum  clearance  but  further  detailed  inspection 
caused  this  to  be  increased  by  40  houses.  The  slum  clearance  programme 
has  been  virtually  brought  to  a con  elusion,  hov/ever  some  further  very 
small  areas  may  still  require  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  next  five 
years . 

Mr.  A.J . Hum,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  retired  in 
June  - he  had  served  the  Council  faithfully  for  fifteen  years  and  I 
have  previously  paid  tribute  to  his  good  humour  and  understanding. 

I must  also  thank  ilr.  R.A.O.  Bampton,  your  present  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  carrying  out  his  work  with  great  energ/  and  tact. 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  have  aided  the 
Department  and  myself  by  their  enthusiasm  and  suggestions  throughout 
the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUIvISTMGSS  01'  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


During  the  year  there  was  a major  extension  of  the  water  main 
from  Tanners  Street  to  the  new  Davington  Court  Estate  and  on  to  the 
canning  factory  at  losing  Wood.  This  extension  also  allows  for  . 
furthex-  residential  and  industrial  development  in  the  Bysing  YiTood 
area. 


Nineteen  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Paversham  Water 
Conrpany  mains  were  all  reported  as  of  excellent  "bacteriological 
quality . 

A sac^jle  taken  from  a private  piped  supply  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory  bacteriologically ; a further  sai:^le  taken  a few 
days  later  was  reported  as  satisfactory.  A sac^le  from  this  supply 
was  also  submitted  for  chemical  examination  and  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Of  a total  of  4-,  6^4  houses,  ten  houses  and  tliree  factories 
rely  on  wells  or  private  supplies. 


DRAINAG-E  AND  SEJTERACE 


The  preliminary  preparations  of  the  lysing  Wood  drainage 
scheme  were  commenced  during  the  year  and  an  outline  scheme  was 
placed  before  the  Council. 

A survey  of  the  sewers  was  comiaenced  in  the  central  area  to 
ascertain  the  degree  of  infiltration  taking  place. 

An  extension  to  the  sewers  was  laid  from  Stonebridge  Pond 
comer  to  the  Davington  Court  Estate,  so  as  to  provide  drainage 
facilities  in  this  area  in  which  residential  development  is  taking 
place • 
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REFUSE  COLLSGTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Tills  is  luider  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  Preliiainary  preparations  were  raade  during  the  year 
to  transfer  the  tipping  of  refuse  from  Preston  Tip  to  the 
disused  workings  of  Ace,  Sand  and  Gravel  Company  near  Ham  Road.

MEAT 


The  one  licensed  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  at  Plood  Lane 
continued  to  operate  and  was  used  by  the  local  butchers  for  the 
supply  of  home-killed  meat* 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  3607,  shov/s  an  increase  ■ 
of  67  over  the  previous  year.  Considerable  staff  difficulties  were 
experienced  and  slaughtering  hours  became  very  irregular,  necessitating 
at  times,  three  evenings  vrork  a v/eek  on  meat  inspection. 
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During  the  year  the  report  which  tho  Council  was  required 
to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Minister,  according  to  the 
requirements  of  tho  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 j was  convicted. 

The  report  included  a schedule  of  works  required  to  bring  the 
Slaughterhouse  up  to  the  standard  of  the  various  Regulations. 

Schedules  of  repairs  were  drawn  up  by  an  Architect 
employed  by  the  Association  but  no  work  had  commenced  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  during  the  year 
which  was  unfit  for  human  consunption  v/as  1 ton  16  cv/t.  ^6  lbs. 
Table  XIII  shows  the  particulars  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and

Thirty  four  wasps  nests  were  dealt  v/ith  during  the  year.

OPFESNTVE  TR/iPES 


The  three  factories  continue  to  operate  near  Oare  Creek. 

Early  in  the  year  a series  of  daily  observations  were  made  at  eight 
cardinal  points  of  the  cocpass  apprcsodmatelifer  half  a mile  distant  from 
the  factories.  The  objects  of  the  observa cions  were  to  ascertain  the 
extent  of  the  emitted  smells  and  if  possible  the  factory  responsible. 
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The  results  were  inconclusive  "but  much  useful  data  was  obtained 
and  it  gave  an  overall  pictui^e  of  the  problems  involved. 

At  one  factory  a modification  was  made  to  the  plant,  the 
uncondensed  vapours  being  burnt  by  passing  them  through  a bed  of 
incandescent  coke.  The  technique  proved  most  successful  and  no 
con^jlaint  has  been  received  since  which  could  be  attributed  to 
this  particular  factory. 

To  assist  the  Council  in  dealing  with  the  problems  associated 
with  this  t;,T?e  of  factory  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  agreed  to  send  an  iJJcali  InsiDector  down  to  make  a survey 
and  report.  The  report  contained  a number  of  recommendations,  copies 
of  which  have  been  sent  to  the  factories  concerned  and  it  is  hoped 
that  when  alterations  and  modifications  have  been  carried  out 
further  marked  inprovement  in  the  amount  of  nuisance  caused  will  bo 
achieved • 


LICENSED  PREMISES 


During  the  year  inspections  of  all  licensed  premises  within 
the  Borough  were  made  vd.th  a view  to  ascertaining  their  conformity 
or  otherwise  v>rith  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Public  Health 
Act. 


Of  the  total  of  forty-four  premises  it  was  considered  that 
only  four  were  satisfactory  in  all  respects.  Negotiations  are  in 
progress  to  get  the  premises  brought  up  to  a satisfactory  standard. 


PETROLEUIA 


Detailed  inspections  of  all  the  licensed  installations  within 
the  Borough  were  made  in  conpany  with  an  Officer  of  the  Fire 
Prevention  DeiDartraent  of  the  Kent  Fire  Brigade. 

Recommendations  and  lists  of  defects  were  prepared  in  respect 
of  thirty  eight  of  the  installations. 

Three  carbide  of  calcium  stores  were  inspected  and  recommendations 
made  in  respect  of  two  of  these.
